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Gun permit policy questioned

Viryittia Beach gun merchants and law enforcement 

officials seem to be having a quiet shootout over making 
handguns more easily obtainable for local residents. 

B^ch gun dealers charge that the procedure for pur- 
chasing a gun in Virginia Beach involves cutting 
through a lot of red tape; borders on being uncon- 
stitutional; and is time consuming. 

Purchasing a handgun in Virginia beach requires an 
individual to fill out an application, and be finger- 
printed at poUce headquarters in the Virginia Beach 
municipal center on Princess Anne road. Then the ap- 
plicant must wait for an unpredictable length of time for 
the application to be processed. Processing, dictated by 
dty code, includes the individuals's name and social 
security number being screend through computer 
systems for any possible criminal record in several 
surrounding cities. 

The system b unfair 

But the required procedure is unfair, according to 
Beach gun salesman Rick Bowles. 

"Why must a potential gun buyer submit to a 
criminal investigation before being issued a permit to 
buy a gun," questions Bowles, floor manager at Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Arms Company, Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 

"It's a flagrant example of bdng judged guilty until 
l»-oven innocoit,*' he continued. 

Bowitt admits that it is not the int«it of the city's 
code r^arding weapon iHm^ase permits that he argi^ 
with; but it doesn't deter orune, a^ is iMffidently ad- 
mloistncd. 

"It's not that I think it's wrcn^ for a dty gov&nmmt 
to try to keq) a count of haac^n tt the BoKih," 
Bowles said, "but there are a cou|^ of i^oblems wth 
thepc^cy. 

"First, why must a pmpective gun buyer ^ to the 
police Mdquartm, ami only the l»«k|wvte^ tt> api^y 
f<Mr a permit? my not aUow then to go to predncts? 

"Seccmdly. the form in which the wUcant fiUs out at 
police headquartm is a du|rfkate of tl^ f<wrm th^ must

fill out here, under federal regualtions, when they pur- 
chase the gun. Why can't we, the dealer, just send the 
dty a copy of the form, instead of making the potential 
buyer go 15 miles from nowhere to fill out a separate 



one. 



Bowles also argues that if the computer system, which 
is tied into Norfolk. Richmond, and Washington. 
operated correctly all the time, the merchant's beef 
wouldn't be so great. 

"If you ask the police department how long it will

take to get a permit." Bowles said, "they'fl teU you it 
depends on if the computer is down (not working) or 
not. 

"Police officials will say that ideally, a person ms^ 
have thdr permit in 30 minutes if the computers up and 
down the line are working properly; but I don't believe 
it. I've applied several times for permits, and it usually 
takes about three days." 

Bowles also contends that it is inconvenient for many 
people who may want to purchase a gun permit in 
Virginia Beach to do so, because the office which han- 
dies them is only open Monday through Friday, from 
8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m.; the hours most people work. He 
asks: 

"Is it fair to make a man take off work, up to two 
and a half hours to drive all the way out to the cour- 
thouse, only to fill out the same sheet of paper they'll 
eventually fill out here, or why not open the office on 
Saturdays?" 

Finally, Bowles maintains that the constitution 
guarantees the right of an individual to bear ars. ani 
that present dty code is "an infringement of that right 
when the decision of whether or not to allow a person to 
buy a handgun in Virginia Beach is at the desgression of 
the police. 

"I say take the guilty until proven innocent stigma 
away from the gun buyers, and make stiffer penalties 
and laws for persons is caught using a gun."

"I don't have many s itistics that Indicate thitt a 
weapom purchase policy actually contributes to t^ 
decHne of gun related crimes" Beane said. 

"ftit how do we know how many, or which prog^asns 
are prevtatcd 1^ cmr ojmmunity crime prevoitkMi 
-programs? Should we do away with those also because 
we <km't know exactly 1k)w much crin^ they deter?" 

Mother does Beane think the pcdicy is an 
frii^ement" of one's constitutional rights. 

"No. I don't think it's uncon^tutional," ht said, *'I 
think the policy is for the good of the commumty. 

"Too many times we think about the iM'otectkm of 
the indivUual's i^Utoo much, and not of all the lives 
of an e^re dty or community.

Beane says from tin^ to time, the record check crime 
computer gets overloaded, but. that's to be expect^ 
because of the workload of the cities that use the crime 
computer. 

"There will be an occasional problem with the com- 
puters," Beane said, "but that's to be expected sooner 
or later if you consider the work the computer does in 
addition to weapons permit applications. We try to take 
measures to help the applicants in event of this, such as 
sending the approved permit through the mail so they 
won't have to wait if tli computer is busy." 

No prcdnct processing 

Concerning making precincts able to process permits,- 
'Beane said it was not practical. 

"We can't allow the precincts to process applications 
for several reasons," he said, "But mainly from the

Merchants woiiM tell them seven ^ys a week 
without perndts if they could. 

Law enforcement crffidals, however, would like to 
keep track of as many huidguns as possibte/and try to 
keep them out ctf the hands of as many uiKlesirables t^ 
they can. But in taking such measures, it cuts in to the 
money market of the gun busmess. 

Whose arguement has the most validity? It's hard to 
teU. 

Ail kinds of people are interested in, and fasinated 
with guns. 

Guns, a symbd oi power, make big men walk 
bigger, and make Iktle women stand pretty tall 
themselves. 

But who is the typical gun buyer? 

My older brother, for instance, is 36 and has been 
attni^ed to guns since he was six. He now borders on 
gun fimatidsm. 

He starUd out like any other Ud; he had cow^xjy guns 
and hobters, ami imcticed <|uidc-^awing agtfnst little 
ptastic a^n tlutt sitt on the tal^ top wMi a spring 
loacted arm. 

As he became older, ai^ went into high tdiool, hs 
was known to go muskrat huntmg ui the a«eki and 
trendies of PortsnKJuth, with snail odH^ rifles. 

After beii^ dri^d hi the \1et Nun Wtf, Ik found 
himself in tlw Navy, flying shotgun in a helicopter 
firing a machuie gun into the forest.

But he has i^ver used a 
gun (Pensively, excass^ in the service; and lawfully 
owns all of them. I^ also feels more comfortable 
kiKJwning Jiat he at least has the means to protea his 
wife if intruders have to be deidt with. 

For my brother, other than taking the trouble of 
leaving work to go apply for the permit, which you'd 
have to do for any city permit such as a building permit, 
he said he didn't mind having to apply to get a permit, 
or even waiting a few days for it to come in the mail. 

For what reason would he or anyone need a permit so 
urgently to warrent same day service? 

Oun defers wiU answer that if you know the gun 
market, s<xnetimes they want to be able to get a gun in 
one day lor financial reasons. And obviously, they 
reason, no criminal would ever go to the pdice 
dejHutment aiKl Bfply for a gun. So the only people 
ffling fbr permits are honest dti^ns who must put up 
with the red tape of Vtrghiia Beach's weapons purchase 
permit system instead (tf going to another dty, and tUs, 
is what ^y don't like. 

The poike consider themselves actii^ in the best 
Merest ctf the conmiunity by enforcing the permit law. 
The gun dealers see the permit a$ an infraction erf one's 
constitutional rights, and also a loss of income. 

It's true that guns don't kill people, people kill 
people, and the Virginia ^ach Police shodd be 
supported in their efforts to take measures designed to 
keep potential murder weapons out of the iMnds of 
known socktal misfits. And needless to^ay, the police 
aren't gdng to allow private businesses to conduct their 
own permit procedures for their own customers.

In a survey made for 
the Police Department in February, two out of three of- 
ficers responded that communication brrakdowns exist 
and the most frequently as the chain of command ris^. 

Odier areas found lackhig were: 

•The majority of officers feel they are too boned 
down ^rfith paperwork tt> do an effective job and feel 
that they need new or better equipment to do thdr job 
effectively. 

•Pour out of toi officm imttcate they don't have a 
real sense of accomplishment from their job and about 
the same numbor do not fed they are getting ahead hi 
the department. 

Comparing results to those in a similar survey made 
in March of 1979, job satisfaction is up. Now, 57 per- 
cent of the Police officers arc satisfied with thdr jobs, 
and 11 percent increase, with management personnd 
most satisfied (75 percent), patrolmen next with 54 per- 
c«it, and detectives last with 46 percent. 

The findings are included in a polic officer job 
satisfaction and organizational climate analysis, the last 
of 1 1 surveys included in the first year evaluation of the 



Police Department's Integrated Criminal Apprehension 
Program (ICAP), a half miUion dollar program finan- 
ced under the Law Enforcemoit Assistance Act 
(LEAA).

of patrol duty has improved, attitudes toward im- 
mediate supervisors remained relatively high in IMO 
with clear majorities of officers stating that their super- 
visors keep well informed of general problems and open 
to suggestions for change. 

Pindur said that individual comments show that the 
officers would like more open attitudes and a par- 
ticipatory style is needed. 

The second phase will include training and a look at 
the management system, Pindur said, although the 
study can be changed to include a management study if 
Council wishes.

The ICAP program is designed to build a structural 
approach to the management and int^ration of police 
services linking data collection, analysis, planning and 
service delivery. The eventual goal is better police 
protection and criminal apprehension. 

In the first police survey, the majority of the police 
officers indicated they would like to remain in police 
work, considered their present job better than their 
previous work and would not like another occupations.

The 1980 job satisfaction survey also shows that: 

Uniformed patrol officers have strongly positive at- 
titudes toward preliminary investigations. 

Only two-fifths of the criminal investigation officers 
agree that the command staff understands what is 
needed to do an effective job. 

A smaller percentage of management responed In 
1980 that belonging to cliques helps job advancement 
than did in the 1979 survey. 

Management and patrol officers show consistently 



positive attitudes toward their supervision while detec- 
tives displayed significantly more negative attitudes 
toward supervision. 

Detectives and patrol officers were consistently 
negative toward the command staff while management 
was significantly more positive toward the command 
staff in 1980 and it was in 1979. 

In 1979, most detectives felt too bogged down with 
paperwork but by 1^0 the percentage of detectives who 
felt too bogged down showed a net decrease of 12 per- 
cent and for patrol officers a 25 percent Increase. 

Fewer percentages of officers in all ranks felt they 
needed new or bettw «)uipment to do their jobs. 

Overall job satisfaction has increased in all ranks. 

All three ranks of officers feel their salary directly in- 
fluences the quality of their work.

The only thing more consistent in Virginia Beach than 
erosion, is the city's battle against it. 

Beach erosion has been an issue in Virgfaua Beach sin-^ 
ce 1946, according to Carl Thorei, assistant city^ 
engineer. During that year, the United Stata ArmyU 
Corps of Engineers was called in by city council after 
discovering thitt the beach had completely washed away, 
exposing a lay^ of sticlcy clay. 

^ Restoration began In 1953 

^ "The beach, as we think of it today," said Thorcn, 
'^Was relatively small in size; it consisted only of a Beach 
Borrough, which just ran from about Rudee Inlet to 
49th Street, and it never had any regular, proper sand 
management.

"Foltowing the Aimy's study, the fl^. offldal 
restoridon of the Beach began m I9S3. U «mb«i that 
Congress aj^roved federal funds for the city." Since 
th^, proper sand managonent has been carried on an- 
nuaUy." 

Tlioren defines erosion as the continual wearing away 
of land through natural forces, or in this case the beach, 
by waves and tidal a^ons on the sHoi^k^. ^ ' 

'Hotel owners could be deva^ted' 

Left unchecked, erosion -amid ruin many Virginia 
Beach busi^sunen. 
*'What erosion mmuis to thejocal r^id«its," said 



Thoren, "is that without some kind of regular sand 
renourishment, the resort strip would cease to exist. 
Hotel and motel owners would be devastated. 

"Uncurbed erosion would completely eliminate the 
tourist industry, or at least much of it; and of course, 
o-osion would have a severe impact on the recreational 
activities in the area.*' 

Other araM affteted by erosioB 

Vir^niaBeach's resort strip is n(^ the on^l^:al area 
affected by erosion. Sandbridge, and beaches along the 
Chesapeake Bay also suffer from disintegration; and for 
many private beach home owners it is a constant 
struggle. 

"Let's not forget that Virginia Beach is not the only 
area affect by erosion, ' ' Thoren said . 

"Sandbridge is slowly eroding away, and it is a real 
headache lor the property and home owners whose 
lotlines extends down to the water. 

"They don't receive any federal assistance, although 
many have sought it. 

"And, city council also feels that any action in the 
name of the sand preservation for the private home 
owners, should be brought about by them." 

It cone and It f^ 

But while erosion. is washing away beaches in some 
areas the displaced sand incroises the supply of sand on 
other beaches. 

"Some beaches along the Ch«apeake Bay arc ex- 
periencing areas of sand acc^sion, "TTioren said, 
"which results from sand at other beaches eroding 
away. In other words, while some are diminishing, some 
are building. 



"In 50 years of accession, some areas will gain. But 
historically, over longer spans of time such as hundreds 
of years, evidence indicates that the entire shoreline is 
eroding. Everyplace where water and land meet, water 
will always wear the land away." 

Kcepbtf up with erosion 

Although Thoren says he's "unsure" how Virginia 
Beach compares to other coastline cities in the erosion 
category, he said the city is keeping up with the erosion 

problem. 

"It's fair to say we're keeping up with erosion" 
Thorcn said, "but you have to remember that erosion 
cannot be stopped. It can only be delayed for indefinate 
periods of time. 

"We try to keep pace with the erosion problem by our 
city and state sponsored sand renourishi^ent program 
which began in 1953. Since it began, however, we may 
have lost several thousand yards of sand, but it is inper- 
ceivable to the human eye. But. keep in mind we could 
have lost a lot more if the program hadn't existed." 

Hie Sand b protected 

* Quantities of sand are ensured at the b«u:h by or- 
dinances, and because of the renourishment programs. 
B(^ measures, according to Thoren. are effective. 

"I think people all over Virginia Beach now realize 
that we are serious about the sand laws," Thome, said, 
"and that we enforce it very strickly. 

"For this reason very Uttto sand is removed, from 
either public or (HiviUe b^s^t." •

erosion commission, Hugh Kichen, president. 

Last year its budget was $1 million, which is usually 
funded 70% by the city, and 30% by state funds, accor- 
ding to Thoren. 

"The commission is allocated funds on the basis of 
the amount of cubic yards of sand dumped on the 
beach , ' * Thome said . 

•'Usually we receive between $700,000 and $1 million 
every two years." 

Multi-million dollar plan set 

Long range erosion control plans include a $37 
million program designed to protect the coastline again- 
st erosion and hurricanes. The price is as qoted in 1978. 

"Currently there is a federal Corps of Engineers 
project in the advanced engineering and design stages," 
said Thoren, "ctesigned to rebuild the entire beach from 
Rudee Inlet to 89th Street. 

"The program, caled the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Control and Hurricane Protection Project, is projected 
to begin initial construction in 1988. 

"The city is very happy about it, and proud of it. It is 
similar to a project now being a>nducted in Miami. 
Congress approved the city's request for the project in 
1970, but it has taken eight years just to receive the fun- 
ds to begin planning it. Construction is still a long way 
off." 



The beach wiil get Mgg«r 

Thorne said that in addition to the erosion control 
and hurricane protection project, annual sand 
renourishment will also be carried on, but there will be 
more beach then to cover with extra sand. 

"The plan is to raise the elevation of the sand 10 feet 
at mean sea level," Thorne said, "which is about four 
of five feet higher than the existing water level. 

"The sand will extend from the boardwalk out three 
hundred feet before it reaches the ocean. And, again, it 
is an excellent project because it helps calm a hurricane, 
and fights erosion. 

"The only unfortunate thing that could happen now, 
is for Congress to decide not to continue funding the 
project."

"We assume that without sand renourishment,'* 
Thoren said, "that the beach would eventually wash 
away again.

City council approves rezoning 



"What happened to land use plan? "—Henley

As Virginia Beach Oty Council Monday afternoon 
approved rezonings which would permit 1611 resident- 
ial units where 470 were allowed previously, Coundl- 
woman Barbara Hentey wondered whatever happened 
to the Comprehensive Land Use Plan which was 
endorsed by Coundl just a year ago. 

One sentence from the Plan bothered her specially: 
Those areas which lie south of the proposed al^oment 
c^False Cape Parkway but north of Princess Amie Road 
and Sandbridge Road and West of the U^o Mar 
subdivision should be developed in singte-femily 
detached residential use at an average density of two 
dwelling units per acre. "Why is that sentence there?" 
she asked as Council seemed headed toward approval 
of a petition which did not conform to the Plan. 

She said later that the 161 1 units okayed Monday and 
the 2000 units in the R. G. Moore track in the Princess 
Anne and Kempsville Boroughs which will be before 
Cbundl next week represent a lot of units. 

"If we're going to expect our courts to honor our plan 
we're going to have to start honoring it ourselves," she 
said. She said she thought the public was at the point of 
wanting to know what the plan is. "We have got 
something the public views in one light and council in 
another light... I thought we were going to give 
considerable weight to these applications." 

As for the Courthouse-Sandbridge corridor, she said, 
"we can hang it up. I don't see how we can impose it 
another property owner." 

She said that transportation was the crux ctf the land 
I^lan. The density recommended depended on whether 
the roads could handle the resulting traffic. Since the 
]^an was prepared, both state and federal road funds 
Have been withdrawn so that city planning director 
Robert Scott has been directed to revamp the 
Comprehensive Plan to conform to a more modest road 
improvement plan. 

^nley and Councilwoman Meyera Obemdorf voted 
against the rezonings requested in all three petitions 
which were disimilar in many respecU. Each was 
aw>rovcd by a vote of 8-2 and Mayor Patrick L 
Stimding was absent. 

In the third petition, Cteeanside Enterprises, Inc., 
was granted a change of zoning from AG-2 Agricuhural 
ttstrict on 17.16 acres and from Ag-1 Agriculture on a 
3^-acre parcel to R-5 Residential on the c^,t side of 
Seaboard Road, nath of Princess Anne Road in the 



Princess Anne Borot^h. 

The existing zoning allows 49 homes whUe the 
proposed zoning allows 145 single-fiunily homes. Ibe 
Planning Commission recommended approval and the 
planning staff recommended denial because the 
"proposed density is incompatible for the existing and 
recommended a land use pattern." 

After Councihnan J. Curtis Payne Jr. moved that the 
petition be approved, Councihnan Donald Merrick 
offered a substitute motion to (teny on the grounds that 
the application did not comply with the. Comprehensive 
Plan, because the roads were not adequate and there 
were no inunediate plans for roads improvement to 
serve die area. I& motion lost by a 6-4 vote 
(Councihnan Reid Ervin voted in fever with Merrick, 
Henley and Oberndord, but when the original motion 



was cGDsklered ^ two oouncOmen voted in fevor.

Should anyone doubt UVA*s cushion 
collie status just talk to guidance counselors 
at the nation's better high and prep schoob. 
They make no bones about it. 

The absurdity of UVA's admissions policy 
that favors so many out-of-state students over 
first rate in-state high school graduates is 
widely s^i on the academic side. 

It is just as true in athletips where the ad- 
missions pohcy's glaring shortcomings cumot 
be as easily hidden. 

Take the UVA football program, over the 
past 25 y^urs, the nation's worst among major 
(x>ll^es. 



This year, for instance, UVA will give foot- 
ball scholarships to only four Virginians. 

Is this anomaly because the state of Virginia 
doesn't produce players good enough or smart 
enough to play for UVA? Of course not. 

Every year, the nation's most successftil 
colleges benefit significantly from Virginia 
talent. 

Some say most of Virginia's top high sch<K}l 
athletes now avoid UVA because of its long 
standing reputation as a loser. In many cases 
this is true. And its jlist as true that UVA's 
cushion college reputation is responsible for 
many fo today's top in-state scholars decision 
to go elsewhere. 

UVA now finds itself a pathrtic example of 
the academic and athletic equivalent of what 
cam first, the chicken or the egg. 

And while UVA policy makers continue to 
find ^g on their faces, taxpayers are getting 
the bird; and an increasing number are sick 
and tired of eating crow— especially when ttiey 
have to pay for it.

the developer would partidpate vduntarily, which is 
the only way it is pennitted by law, Wright said, "No, 
we'll have nothing to do with building Newtown Road." 
He said there was no acccxut for the road an no plan to 
relocate the road. He said that he did not believe that 
when a road went by a landowner's property he should 
pay cash to the city. The city had required money be 
held in escrow for the fiiture construction of the road. 

Hanbury maintained the city did have plans for the 
road and that it was expected to be under construction 
by 1984 or 1985. 

Merrick noted that the state was cutting back on road 
funds and that the city would have to shoulder more of 
the cost. Iht city's share in State road progects has 
been 100 percent. 

When some confusion arose over what type of action 
Council was expected to take on the application, dty 
attorney Dale Bimson said that the property was still 
considered R-5 and "you can do what you want with 
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Wright said, "If you want the property to be R-5 I'll 
go back to court." 

Holland moved that Coundl reaffirm its a previous 
action and rezonc the property to R-8 with the one 
conditio which was later found illegal by the Court. 

Mrs. Henley said she was under the impression that 
Council would have a report from the State on a road 
funding. "It's vital to have that report first." 

Hdland said that if the road is a State project the 
amount of money the city would have to pay would be 
relatively smaU-lO percent. 

The new zoning would permit 446 duplex where 223 
single-family homes are permitted now. 

In the next application Lakeside Construction 
Corporati(»i was granted rezoning of 229.4 acres to R-6 
Residential District, 73.5 acres to R-5 Residential 
Disrict and 2.3 acres to B-2 Conmunity-Business 
District. The existing zoning allows 198 single-family 
homes and commercial development while the pro- 
posed zoning allows 1,020 single-fEunily homes and 
commerdal development. Property involved totals 
305.20 acres east of Oceana Boulevard and north of 
both Princess Anne and Sandbridge Roads in the 
Princess Anne Borough. 

The property was changed from R-3* (18.2 acres), B-2 



(11 acares), AO-1 (34.8 acres), AO-1 (26.5 acres), AG-1 
(2.3 acres; B-2 (165.4 acres), and R-4, (47 acres). 

CouneU also granted Lakerside's request for a 
conditional use permit for a narrow pit on an 87-acre 
parcel east of Oceana Boulevard and north of Painters 
Lane near the site. 

Tlie applicant agreed to {uutidpate in the construct- 
ion of Ferrell Parkway if the project is under way in 
seven years. 

Wright, who represented W. W. Reasor, Lakeside's 
prindpal owner, saidihat the developer's partidpation 
will make Ferrell Parkway a reality. 

Mrs. Henley said Coundl should be more certain 
what it's going to do seven years from now. 

Directing his comments to Mrs. Ifenley, Wright 
replied, "If a single-family plan cannot satisfy you, 
nothing can." 

Lakeside will pay $59 per Unear foot the cost when 
the application was first presented foot, the cost when 
the application was first presented while the cost now is 
$87 a linear foot. Mrs. Henley said that in seven years it 
will be more.

Baum said that he and Mrs. Selmon were "together 
on trying to conserve agricultural land, but "we don't 
have a leg to stand on with water and sewer all 
arcwnd."

Water costs more 

Starting July 1, Virginia Beach water customers will 
be paying approximately 12 cents more for each 100 
gallons of water. 

Qty manager George L Hanbury told Qty Coundl 
Monday afternoon at an informal session that the Qty 
of NOTfolk has increased its wholesale price of water to 
Virginia Beach from 52.7 cents to 63.7 cents per 1000 
gall(»is. Before last year when the price was raised to 
52.7 cents, the cost had been 48.5 cents since 1973. 

Residential users now pay 94,2 cents for 1,000 
gallcms of water. In passing the appr(»(imate 11.8 
percent incret^e to customers, the city would charge 
$1.06. Hanbury reccnnmended, however, an additicmal 
two cents to offset losses from leakage which amounts 
to approximately $80,000 a year. 

I^nbury will bring in an oridnance recommending 
the 12 cent increase in the coming month, he said.

Gays deny vaBdaUsm 

The gay community has denied any responsibility for 
an act of vandalism on the property of the Tabernacle 
Baptist Church on the evening of June 7 or morning of 
June 8. 

A message, spray painted on the exterior wall of the 
church, criticized the position of the church and 
Virginia Beach Vice Mayor j. Henry McCoy Jr. in 
opposing the presence of the gay newspaper, Our Own 
Community Press, in the Virginia Beach Public Library. 

The message was signed "Gay Organization for 
Deliverance" (CX)D). 

Gay spokesman Jim Early Monday afternoon 
released a statement asserting that "neither the staff of 
Our Own nor the Unitarian-Universalist Gay Commun- 
ity which publishes Our Own has had any part in this 
destructive act. Neither Our Own nor the UUGC has 
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any knowledge of the existence of the organization 
which took credit for the spray-painted message," 
according to Early. 

*"nie UUGC deplores this and all similar acts oi 
violence," Early said, "and it is clearly not in the 
interests of either the gay newspaper or the gay 
community for individuals or groups to engage in such 
behavior. It is our hope that the authorities will very 
shortly apprehend the and pro^cute the vandals, and 
we ptedge our full support and cooperation in this 
effort." 

Tlie newspaper was distributed from the public 
library until church and parent groups objected. It was 
withdrawn from the library pending the final decision of 
Council. 

Early noted that the gay newspaper and the Virginia 
Beach Library had been the subject of a half-hour 
television program at 7:30 p.m. June 7 when 
Tabernacle Baptist Church pastor, the Rev. Rodney 
Bell, Dr. McCoy and UUGC members Gary Hankins 
and Dr. Robert Scott appeared on WAVY-TVs **Inside 
Area 10" program.

New Coast Guard station 

The Piland Construction Company, Inc. has been 
awarded the coitract to renovate the Old Coast Guard 
Station for $112,000 the low bid often.

Drive sanitary sewerage facilities project for $110,558.

law. 

hi 1979, Virguiia Beach Alcoholic Beverage Control 
(ABQ stores retail sales totaled over $8.2 million for 
the city's six locations. 

Leading the field of six other stores in Virginia 
Beach, is the Ifilltop ABC store, with $1.9 million in 
sales reported last year. Only 15 other stores in the 
state, out of 259, had total sales greater than the 
Hilltop store. On the low end of the scale is the 
Fairfield Shopping Center store, which is relatively 
new, with $821,645. 



No booze baying trends 

But, booze buying trends are hot constant> nor 
predictable according to State ABC public relations 
spokesman, Charles Davis. 

'*We don't make a big fuss over money figures," 
Davis said, "because it's a fact of life; and Hilltop 
must be where the business is. 

"The store is open from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., and night 
sales and tourist sales add greatly to the revenue 
generated. 

"We are gratified to know that we are meeting the 
iweds of the community as a result of our thorough 
marketing analysis." 



The money collected by the ABC stores goes into a 
state fund, but part of it is channeled back down to the 
individual cities. 

"Revenue made by the ABC stores," Davis said, 
"goes into the department's general fund account, 
which goes toward paying the operating expenses of 
the different stores. 

"Any profit is distributed between the state general 
fund, and local city governments. Virginia Beach 
received $202,629.26 from the Sute in 1979."

Accordmg to Davis, Virginia Beach can^sxpect one 
or two more ABC stores within the mtid fiv(^, years. 

"We constantly analyze our marketing System," 
Davis said, "and we'll open, enlarge, or dose stores 
as we see the need." 

But, it seems sure that the Ifilltop store \m no need 
to worry about its fiiture. Ccnvenient parktoig and 
masses of people are good signs for the store's idnlity.

Bicycling dangerous on boardwalk

Although Virginia B^ch law enforcement officials 

have not re^iv^ any official complaints concerning the 

recent IxHUtiwallc bicycling incident, the issue is likely to 

fester. 

Those who witnessed 

the arrest of Virginia 
Beach resident Ronald F. 
Vadala, said the scene was 
brutal and overplayed. 

Some members of City 
Council are publically 
questioning the rigid en- 
forcement of the Beach's 
bicycles ordinances, and 
why an account of the 
event was reported by the 
area's major daily 
newspaper a month after 
the fact. Photos were sup- 
plied by a Canadian 
Ooldfarb businessman. 

And, as polled authorities are trying to remain silent 
about the incident, City Manager George Hanbury has 
requested the police department's internal affairs 
division to submit a written report to him concerning 
the controvert activity. { 

A coady boardwalk ride 

In brief, iadkations are that Vadala was guilty of 
riding his bicycle on the bcmrdwalk without having a 
proper license. He is quoted as saying he had recently 
teamed his wife had canco-, and was riding to relax. 

Vadala voluateored to walk his bicycle home, and 
dimittate the char^, but be was issued a summons 
anyway. At this point, he reportedly rested physidal 
arreit, and attempted to sdze an officer's gun. Con- 
sequettly, he was beaten and maced in the face and 
head, and taken to the second precinct, where, by 
newspaper accounts, he was harass^. 

Questions relative to the aforementioned actions are 
these: 

•Were the actions of the policemen justified, or 
brutal? 

•Why did 30 days elapse before the story broke in the 
local newspapers? And, did the Canadian businessman 
have any financial interest in the manifestation of the 
story? 

•Do Virginia's Beach's bicycle laws, which allow a 
man to be beaten for not having a license, need to be 
reviewed? 

Comcil talks to Tkc Sua 

A Sun telephone survey of six of 1 1 council members 
who w»e asked if they supported Hanbury's call for 
more information yielded the following reactions to the 
boardwalk incident: 

R. L. "BiiMy" Rto. Vtrginta Bcaeh Borovgli: '*AU 
I know is what I read in the papers, but the way I see it, 
if the man had conformed to the request of the officer, 
and signed the summons, the incident would have been 
avoided. 

"The man broke the law, no matter how big or small 
in size he was. The offico* was correct in what he did, 
but, I think we should have in investigation to see what 
exactly happened. 

"And, I wonder why did it take the story 30 days to 
get into the newspaper? Did the Canadian, businessman 
who took the pictures of the event have any monetary 
interest in the story? 

Mrs. Murbara Murdea Healcy, Puago Boroagh: 
"Yes, we need to know exactly what took place. I expect 
a full explantation by next week. 

"The iwwsiM^ser article dkln't give a full report of the 
police department's account of iht arrest. We didn't 
really hear their side, and we need to know wha| was it 
about this bicyclist that warranted such dramatic action 
on the behalf of the poli<%? 

"I think the bicycle licensing is important, because it 
helps those whose bikes are stoten, but why were the 
police going to such gteeX lengths to enforce the bicycle 
code?" 



Editorial Comment 



George R. Ferrell, at large: "Sure, I'd like to see a 
report, but the facts are the facts, and the guy didn't 
have a license. 

"I know some people are opposed to the registering 
of bicycles, but I don't even have a bicycle, and 1 
wouldn't mind paying a dollar to legally ride it. But 
what I wonder, also, is why the newspaper waited so 
long before publishing the article?" 

Joha A. Baam, Blackwater Boroagh: "We need a 
report, initially. But we have so many controversial 
issues, such as this one, we really need to know more 
facts before we discuss it. 

"I know our bicycle ordinances are difficult to enfor- 
ce, and in light of all the adverse publicity, maybe the 
laws need to be reviewed. 

"I understand the man was under a lot of stress at the 
time of his arrest, and it seems that there were too many 
quick reactions on behalf of the man, and the police, for 
such a minor indicident. ' ' 

Dr. Ctereace A. HoDaad, Bayikle Boroagh: "It's just 
natural for the city manager to ask for a written report, 
especially after such an activity receives such public at- 
tention. That is to say we want answers when Beach em- 
ployees, such as the police conduct themselves in such a 
way that is not proper procedure. 

"I think Hanbury is obliged to ask for an explanation 



of a newspaper story which reports the police as acting 
brutally." 
Mrs. Meyera E. Oberndorf, at large: "I certainly 

support the City Manager in asking for a written report 
when accusations and allegations are made against the 
Virginia Beach Police Department. 

"The article did seem to make the incident seem 
brutal." 

The Virginian Pilot City Editor i\m Rapcr said the ar- 
ticle was reported professionally, and without foreign 
influence: 

"We did what we thought was a very thorough in- 
vestigation of the incident, and looked at the story very^ 
carefully before publishing it; and that takes time. 

"We did not print the story until we had satisfied our- 
selves that we had fulfilled our journalistic respon- 
sibilities, and given the story the time required for its ac- 
curacy. 

"And to my knowledge, there is no validity to the 
statement that the Canadian businessman had a finan- 
cial interest in the story, or pictures." 

What's it all mean? 

Right now, there are no easy answers to the 
troublesome questions relative to the boardwalk 
bicyclist. 

The police aren't talking, yet council is asking 
questions, and the newspaper is defending itself. 

It will not be until after an investigation is conducted 
before we understand what is the difference between 
upholding the law, and abusing it.

Treasures cites waste 

Dear Editor: 

Big bureaucracies and high inflation rates everyone 
talks about them, but few in high places attempt to do 
anything about them. 

I'would like to give what appears to be an example of 
unnecessary, duplicated expense. It is cine, I believe, 
that would be eliminated if the people of Tidewater 
were to bring the necessary pressures to bear. 

Presently, the Qty of Virginia Beach, as do other 
municipalities, funds and maintains a very efficient 
Water Billing and Collection System. Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District does likewise for its Sewage 
Treatment. I, as Treasurer of Virginia Beach, am a part 
of the Beach System and believe that Virginia Beach 
could do the job for H.R.S.D. without any significant 
increase in our cost of operaticm and assume our sister 
cities ccaild do likewise. 

Presently, the H.R.S.D.'s system is dependent upon 
receiving the Qty of Virginia Beach's water consumpt- 
ion figures CHI each account. They then must enter the 
information into their ccxnputer, calculate the bill, print 
it, mail it, receipt its payment and institute enforced 
collecti(»i procedures in cases of delinquencies. On the 
customer^ side, there is dual billing, deposits, 
payment, postage, accounting and cut-off fees; not to 
mention the confiision in the user's mind between 
paying Sewer Maintenance to Virginia Beach and 
Sewage Treatment to H.R.S.D. 

I maintain these duplications could be eliminated by 
incorporating the sewage treatment bills into our water 
bills. This obviously would create higher productivity 
within the city's system and an economy to the user. 

This proposal, by itself, would in no way create any 
liability for the various cities. It merely answers the 
question: "If one system will do the job, why pay for 
two?" It is not my intent to criticize nor to be negative, 
but to advance a positive idea which, on the surface, 
appears to benefit everyaie invdved. 

If the readers of your column agree, I suggest they 
express their thoughts on this page and drop a copy in 
the mail tome, John T. Atkinson, Treasurer, Municipal 
Center, Virginia Beach, Virginia 23456. Should support 
of this idea be sufficient, I will endeavor to see that it is 
properly studied by the various agencies and entities 
involved, with a public report to follow.

Atkinson wants bike laws changed

The actaunlstrator of the Virginia Beach bicycle 
re^strationi^opani wants to see it abo&hed. 

In a sta^tnoit to City Council Mcmday, John T. 
Atkinson, dty tre^urer and administrator of the bicycle 
I^Ofram, said he rejected "lOl two-bit laws like this 
wMch wouM allow or p^mit someone to get his brains 
beaten out for nonc^npUance.*' 

Vir^nui Beach police rq)ortedly beat a Virginia 
Beach Meta when he failed to sign a summons iMued 
because he had no bike license. The incident was 
photographed by a CanacUan t<wrist and reportedly 
witnessed by others. At an infcHmsd s^on of Councfl 
Monday afternoon, dty manager George L. Hanbury 
told Cound! he had asked the PoUce Department for a 
report of the indd^t. 

With his letter recomm^iding abolishment of the

icates, he said, that the existing 

program Ts "expensive, ine^ective and unnecessarily 
hassles the residents and visitors to our dty.*' When 
considered along with the beating incident, he said "it is 
overwhehning evidence that this goodie-two-shoes" law 
should be repeated immediately." 

City Council created the law, he said, and has the 
responsibility for its abolishment. 

In its place, Atkins on advocates a voluntary program 
which will give citizens the opportunity to use the police 



engraving machine to ei^ave thdr social security num- 
bers on bikes. Tliis way, the individual can always iden- 
tify his pwpctty. If the individual elects to have the 
number r^^eied with the po^, he will be diarged 
one dollar. Oth^wise the police shouldn't be expected 
to search for lost bikes. 

Any law has to be «iforced, Atkinson said, and he 
did not know that the police wo'e not using standard 
procedure in bringii^ the bike prq^ram violator into 
submission. Hie police, however, should not be put in a 
prediciament^ whoe a p^ty law could lead to such ac- 
tion. . 

The bicycle regiitration propam was started in the 
early 1970's. The cost of a license is one dollar, good for 
the entire life of the bike. Today the system contains 
approximately 15 years of files and as of March 1 there 
were 99,204 licoiseson file. 

According to the report, during 1979, 1,509 bicycle 
thefts were reported to the Police Department. The 
value was set at $46,583. A total of 607 bicycles valued 
at $18,737 were recovered and of these, 303, valued at 
$9,353, were returned to thdr owners. 

The report stated the program is administratively 
cumbersome and probably contains obsolete and 
unusable information. 

The cost of administering the program and the cost of 
enforcement far outstrips any revenues which are 
realized, Atkinson said. 

The police department recommends a new bicycle 
registration program. The new program would register 



bicycles for a period of three years at an increased cost. 
The new system would go into effect on Jan. 1 wh«i 
current bicycle registration files would be purged. 

New rei^rations wkniM be kept on file for three 
yean. When tl^ Treasurer's office sends out dty auto 
licoise r^str^ion information, bicycte registration in- 
formation would be inchided. Recovered stolen bicycles 
will be rdeased to tl^ owner only upon the presentation 
of a valid license or some impounding fee. 

In Norfolk, bicycle r^tration is mandatory and 
continues for the Ufe of the bicycle or until the owner- 
ship changes. Failure to o^mply with regteteation results 
in the impounding of the Bisydt by the police. 

In Chesapeake registration is vohintary. Decals cost 
one dollar and are good for the life of the bicycle.

However, they are confident it won't happen. Even at 
this moment, as they take another hit. 

Billy loads up. He has just mixed a fresh batch. Much 
like a heroin junkie preparing another Hx, he takes great 
delight in the preparation. 

Babbs, with greed in her eyes, impatiently awaits her 
turn. Billy prepares as fast as he can. He has the process

They barely eat, hardly sleep and find even sex un- 
satisfying. As long as there is coke to smoke, they 
smoke coke. 

At times they are near exhaustion. Their muscles and 
lungs ache from forcibly holding the coke smoke in their 
lungs before exhaling into what seasoned "baseballers" 
call the "roller coaster." 

That's their name for the uncommon high associated 
with smoking cocaine— a high so new that drug resear- 
chers still don't know what, if any, ill-effects it may 
\ produce. 

.What it is producing now is a legion of drug fanatics, 
hooked on smoking coke. A noted University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles drug researcher says the practice 
has taken cocaine from the so-called "harmless, 
recreational state" to a new and perhaps lethal danger 
zone in drug abuse. 

But there is confusion here. 

Million dollar study 

Billy and Babbs had to laugh when they read recently 
published excerpts from a multimillion-dollar, 10-year 
study in Washington that said drug abuse in this country 
essentially is not a problem and is under relative control.

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"Free-basing is out of control," Babbs said between 
hits. 

"It is easy to get out of control doing it," Billy added. 

The urge to continue that roller-coaster high, to do 
more, is overpowering. 

Billy, once hooked on heroin, said he is now addicted 
to cocaine, but in a different way. 

"I can walk away from smoking coke," he said, 
"provided there is none left." 

With heroin, the wge to get mqre is constant. 

But Billy and Babbs try nevtr tti run out of cocaine. 
When that does happen, th^ mkice they are more 
restless, they eat a great ddtl and try to sleep a lot. 

Billy and Babbs are not fictional. And they have a lot 
of company in the underground drug culture. 

But names were changed for this article. 

At last check, they stiU were "free-basing to beat the 
band," as Billy said. They had not yet run out. 

They support this phenomenally ^pensive habit by 
selling other drugs— cocaine, marijuana, speed. 

But this becomes increasingly difficult while smoking 
coke, getting stoned. 

"You tend to want to withdraw, to be non- 
productive," said Babbs. "Even something simple like 
answering the telephone is a hassle." 

So coke "free basers" usually unplug the phone and 
miss their drug sales. Phones are a necessary part of the 
drug dealer's existence. 

This forces Billy and Babbs to "scuffle up" doUan in 
order to afford more. 

"We could spend maybe $400 every few days on 
this," said Billy, "but if we didn't do it, we would 
probably not scuffle up that money. So, actually, we 
wouldn't have the money or the cocaine. "

What free-basers have over the traditional up-the- 
nose cocaine snorters is almost pure cocaine in their 
system. 

The chemical process of free-basing removes almost 
all adulterants— or cut— that come with most street- 
grade cocaine— thus, the stronger, more intense high. 

Free-basers get 90 percent pure cocaine per dose. 
Snorters may get half as much. 

The smoke goes quickly and directly from the lungs 
into the bloodstream, where it takes up to seven days to 
flush through the system. 

Because cocaine anesthetizes the syst^n, bringing on 
numbness, it is very hard, if not imjKMssible, to teU when 
you have had enough. Cocaine snorters usualfy get a 
bloody nose or other outward problems that cause them 
to let up or stop. 

"But what has kept us from doing more than we've 
done," said Billy, "is our lungs. TTiey get to a 
saturation point. So much coke is absorbed in our lungs 
that we cannot hold any more. We reach a point where 
we can't seem to get any higher. 

"But we are still trying." 

If the blood reaches the saturation point, over- 
dose— and death— is a distinct possibility. 

Free-basing still is in the experimental stage. 

"That's one of the reasons we were attracted to it," 
said Babbs. "It is something different. We are treading 
new ground." 

Researchers— private and government— are un^m- 
monly quiet about cocaine smoking. 

Dr. Ron Seigel, perhaps the country's most noted 
cocaine researcher and drug analyst, refused to 
elatK>rate on dangers involved with cocaine smoking. 

However, from his UCLA office, he said enough in a 
telephone interview to make you wonder. 

"In the last few months, I have come up with some 
disturbiiig news about free-basing," S^^ said, "but I 
widi to discuss it in my own forunl. '* 

That rii^ns he will write a paper on the rabject for a 
niedical journal. 

At the National Institute for Drug AbuM in Rock- 
ville, Md., Qetkt Ban^t, who is equally fai^Uar with 
cocaine smoking, said the "entire subject is too p<rfitiad 
to discuss."

The report shows that 
total travel expenditures in 
Virginia were an estimated 
$2,589,000,000, or a nine 
percent increase over tl^e 
$2,369,000,000 spent in 
1978. 

Travel iaflatioB 

**While Virginia's nine 
percent increase was about 
even with growth rates of 
other southern states, it 
did not keq) abreast of the 
nation's travel inflation 
rate of about 15 percent in 
1979," said Dr. Douglas 
C. Frechtling, director of 
the Travel Data Center. 

'*This is because last 
year's gasoline shortages 
hampered travel business 
in the Southern and Nor- 
theastern states," he ex- 
plained, "and because the 
states which traditionally 
compete with Virginia for 
tourism business have sub- 
stantially increased their 
tourism-promotion bud- 
gets to attract 
vacationers." 

Of the $2.59 billion 
spent in Virginia, out-of- 
state visitors contributed 
$1,566,000,000, Virgin- 
ians visiting throughout 
the Commonwealth spent 
$492,000,000 and 
Virginians preparing for 
out-of-state destinations 
spent and additional 
$531,000,000 (purchases < 
such as airline, bus and 
rail tickets, etc.). 

"These estimates are 
conservative because they 
include only overnight 
trips and day trips of 100 
miles or more away from 
home taken by U.S. resi- 
dents," Frechtling added. 
"They do not include 
shorter trips or the con- 
siderable expenditures by 
Canadian and other 
foreign visitors to Virginia 
each year."

Richmond which sponsor the project, said that it was 
not a Catholic project and that the home would be open 
to all. He said that there is already a waiting list for the 
first Russell House which would fill two. 

He said that the operation can be twice as effective by 
having the second unit at the site because of services in- 
volved. Some of the elderly supporting the petition had 
waited 4'/i hours for the item to be discussed, he said. 

Grover Wright, representing Russell House, said a 
berm would be constructed on the Lindsley Road side 
and that there would be access only from First Colonial 
Roa4; 

Mary Ellen Cox, a member of the Community 
Development Committee, said there was a need for 
housing for the elderly. Elizabeth S. McClain, vice 
chairman of the Mayor's Committee on the aging, said 
that there were 9500 people in Virginia Beach 65 or over 
and that the elderly will increase at twice the rate as the 
rest of the population by 1983. She said the site is con- 
venient to transportation, shopping and access to 
medical facilities. 

Kent Mote, representing the First Colonial Civic 
League, said he was not opposed to housing for the 
elderly, but that the 120 units will actually place 
multifamily housing in a single-family zoned neighbor- 



hood. He said that three other appli^nts are competing 
for the same money from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to fund housing for the elderly 
and handicapped. He said property for the project is 
already zoned properly elsewhere. 

Donna Bonney of 968 Lindsley Drive, said the 
residents approved the first Russell House, but that the 
operators of Russell House said then they did not want 
high density so the residents would have peaceful 
surroundings. Now they want ten times the density per- 
mitted by the zoning, she said. 
She said that Russell House violated an agreement. 
Harold Johnson, president of the First Colonial Civic 
League, said he was a senior citizen but that it was **not 
a sin to be against a home for the aged" in that neigh- 
borhood. 

Wright said that the building would be limited to 35 
feet in height and maintained that First Colonial Road 
has nothing^ut institutional use on this side. He said 
that the closest resident on Lindsley Drive will be 170 
feet from the building. 

Councilman Donald Merrick said that he was in favor 
of the First Russell House, but that 120 units for rental 
will make the project an apartment rather than a home. 
A home for tlM aged does not include apartment use, he 
said. 



He mentioned the three other applicants for the fun- 
ds-Hilltop Manor which is zoned A-2 and is next to the 
Laskin Apartments; Riverview Village at Great Neck 
Road and Old Great Neck Road zoned A-1 and A-2 for 
apartments, and Brith Sholem at Kempsville, zoned A- 

Councilwoman Barbara Henl^icndsed the question of 
definitions. She said the city had no difinition of what a 
home for the elderly was. « 

City manager George L. Hanbury said he had talked 
to the Planning Department about the same thing. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that neighborhood in- 
tegrity was important. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf, addressing 
Wright, said, '*You and I both know that (if the permit 
were granted) there isn't anyone who will build anything 
but apartments there." She added that with another 
Russell House at the site, "you can make justification 
for your next high density request." 

Voting against doiial were Councilmen John A. 
Baum, J. Curtis Payne Jr. and Mayor Patrick L. Stan- 
ding.

Woodstove buyer's check list

If you are still consid^ing buying a woodstove for 
your home, now may be a good time to shop around 
and compare different models. With the wanner 
weather of spring and summer, most homeowners are 
more than happy to forget winter's heating bills and 
'worries and turn their thoughts to other matters. 

But spring and summer are good times to shop for 
and possibly buy a woodstove. In a sense, spring and 
summer can be thought of as the "off-season" for 
woodstove sales. The important thing, however, is that 
the consumer has plmty of time to determine his needs 
and compare the different woodstove models and 
features. He does not have to feel hurried or rushed in 
buying because of cold weather or approaching winter 
winds. 

The following is a checklist of questions that should 
be useful for you if you plan to buy a woodstove: 

•How much space is to be heated and is the space 
open or divided by partitions? 

•Is the stove going to be the primary source of heat or 
a supplemental one? 

•What are the local building codes and at what cost is

wood available? 

•Will two small stoves do the job better than one 
large one? 

•How long has the stove been in production? 

•How does the dealer rate tM heat output of the 
woodstove and is the method us^ valid? If not, ask for 
references of prior buyers. 

•Is it made of cast iron or steel and how well is it con- 
structed? 

•What features does the stove have (grates, dampers, 
etc.)? 

•Is the stove airtight? 

•Do I have a readily available source of wood or does 
the dealer know of sources? 

•What is the guarantee on this model and what does it 
mean? 

•Has the stove been tested by a reputable testing 
facility for safety and performance? (check for label on 
stove).

reserved for agricultural use in the Comprehensive Plan. 

R. O. Moore applied for the changes in zoning of 312 
acres on the west side of Landstown Road, southwest of 
iu intersection with Princess Anne Road from AO-1 
Agricultural District to R-9 Residential Townhouse 
IMstrict on 65 acres; from AG-1 to A-2 Apartment 
District on a 30-acre parcel; from R-8 Residential 
District to PD-H Planned Development Housing 
District on nine acr^, and AO-1 to PD-H on 280 acres. 

The existing zoning allows 357 dwelling units. 

Douglas Talbot, of Talbot and Associates, planner 
for the project, charged that the application was tried by 
the newspapers. 

He said that when the Comprehensive Plan was 
drawn, attorneys had asked that attention be given to 
that area. He said Council was not dealing with the hin- 
terlands or suburbia, but a transitional corridor. 

He said that Moore was building his own retention 
system and would dedicate 45 acres for two school sites 
and additional land for Landstown Road. Moore would 
also build two lanes of Landstown Road, he said. 

Richard Webbon, representing the Council of Civic 
Organizations (CCO), said the application is beyond all 
acceptable limits under the Comprehensive Plan. He 
said the CCO was not opposing the position with the 
idea of stopping growth but for developing gradually. 

Ervin Douglas, also representing the CCO, said that 
if Council consistently set aside the Comprehensive Plan 
which took hundreds of hours to prepare, it would have 
little chance to stand a court test. 

The reputation of the developer is not the issue, but 
whether the plan is strong enough to provide the basis 
for strong development, he said. 

Helen Paul, representing the CCO and the Salem 
Civic League said the public accepts and understands 
the importance of a land use plan while some members 
of Council do not. The citizens should not have to come 
down to fight every breach of the plan, she said. 

Dwight Jones, president of the Salem Civic League, 
said the project would tax the drainage. 

Grover Wright, attorney for Moore, said that the in- 
tent of PD-H zoning was to encourage more effective 
use of the land, to provide for flexible development. He 
said that it is permitted in agricultural, residential and 
apartmoit districts. To deviate from the comprehensive 
plan is not a crime, he said. "They love to have your 
problrais in Norfolk," he said, where they're trying to 
get people to move in. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne Jr. said application was 
IM'emature and moved for denial. The vote was ten in . 
favor of denial and one abstention from Councilman 
Rdd Ervin. 

Also demed in concurrence with a recommendation 
of the Planning Commission was an application from 
Daniel H. Templeton for a change of zoning from A-2 
Apartment IMstrict to A-4 Apartment District on a 1.36

Voting against denial were Ervin and Mayor Patrick

By a closer vote of 6-5 the Planning Commission 
again withheld in its recommendation for denial of an 
application from C. S. Yoder and John B. Baines for a 
change of zoning from R-5 Residential District to O-l 
Office District on a 1 1.172 acre parcel on the north side 
of First Colonial Road, west of Mill Dam Road, Lyn- 
nhaven Borough.

The application was opposed by Tim Barrow, a plan- 
ner and resident of the area, and Lyle Werners, an 
engineer who also is a resident, because of the drainage 
system. 

Over 70 percent of the area is in the floodway of Mill 
Dam Creek, Barrow said. He said the project would 
require a substantial removal of trees and is not in ac- 
cord with the Comprehensive Plan, water quality 
repurement or sensitive to environmental areas. 

He said that the plan called for 188,000 square feet of 
. office space. 

■ The Great Neck Association opposed the application. 
John Gravatt said that the people of Great Neck Farms 
bought homes there with the understanding that the 
land was for residential development. 

Councilman Donald Merrick moved to deny the ap- 
plication. Voting against the motion were Councilmen 
George R. Ferrell, J. Curtis Payne Jr., R. L. Riggs, 
Clarence A. Holland and Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy

Virginia Beach city council members had the 
following ructions to the rising discontentment on 
behalf of some of the Beach business community:

Avenue," said coundlwoman Barbara Henley, Pvngo. 

"What was finiaUy adopted was a compromise 
agreement between business on the west side of the 
avenue who wanted complete unrestricted parking, and 
innkeepers on the west side of the avenue who wanted 
no parking on ^^uitic Avenue at all. 

"But what has to be remembered is that a street is to 
move traffic and eliminate congestion; not to provide 
parking spaces. 

"Council has bent over backwards trying to serve the

and from Atlantic Avenue, including shuttle buses and 
trollies; other parking options are available. 

"The law wiU take some getting used to, but until the 
merchants dedde once and for all what kind of parking 
ttey wuil. they'll l»ve to settle for what they.have. We 
have no pians to change. 

Dmnid W. Merrick, LyaBlnvea: "I know many 
people don't like the present ordinance, and there are

The news (Beacon, June 8, p. 3) that the four heavy 
spenders in the campaign for City Council seats were 
losers gave a second proof that the chan^ made by the 
election were in the right direction.

StiU, it may abeady have been 
damaged beyond repair. Their vote on this was clearly 
inconsistent with those on the earUer requests. 

TIm 180-degree flip-flop casts doubt on their com- 
petence in general. Only those Council members who 
voted to d«iy all three requests gave evidence in this 
matter that their he^ls are screwed on straight. 

It is now crystal dear that the changes made in the last 
Council election, though in the ri^t direction, did not 



go far enough. In the next election, let's toss out the rest 

of the deadheads.

The Public Regulatory Policies 
Act of 1978 (the "Act"), requires 
the State Corporation Commis- 
sion to give public notice and 
conduct a public hearing on 
whether the federal Termination 
of Customer Service Standard es- 
tablished by §§n 3(b)(4) and 
303(b)(1) of the Act should be 
adopted so as to apply to gas and 
electric utilities in Virginia. The 
standard under consideration is 
as follows: 

Procedures for Termination of 
Electric or Gas Service — No elec- 

I' trie utility may terminate electric 
service to any electric consumer 
and no gas utility may terminate 
gas service to any gas consumer 
except pursuant to the following 
procedures: 

The procedures for termination 
of service are procedures pre- 
scribed by the State Corporation 
Cotmmission which provide that — 

(1) no electric service to an 
electric consumer and no gas 
service to a gas consumer may 
terminate unless reasonable prior 
notice (including notice of rights 
and remedies) is given to such 
consumer and such consumer has 
a reasonable opportunity to dis- 
pute the reasons for such termi- 
nation, and 

(2) during any period when 
termination of service to an elec- 
tric or gas consumer would be 
especially dangerous to health, as 
determined by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission, and such con- 
sumer establishes that — 

(A) he is unable to pay for 
such service In accordance with 
the requirements of the utility's 
billing, or 

(B) he is able to pay for such 
service but only in installments, 

such service may not be termi- 
nate. 

Such procedures shall take into 
account the need to include rea- 



sonable provisions for elderly 
and handicapped consumers. 

The State Corporation Commis- 
sion has scheduled a public hear- 
ing on July 28, 1980, In Senate 
Room B, General Assembly Build- 
ing, 9th and Governor Streets, 
Richmond, Virginia, commencing

The 
appropriate provisions of the Act 
that must be considered by the 
Commission are available for in- 
spection during normal business 
hours ht any office of Vepco 
where bills may be paid and at 
the Commission's Document Con- 
trol Center, Floor Bl, Blanton 
Building, Richmond, Virginia. 

Persons wishing to file written 
comments with the Commission, 
on the adoption of the above 
standard may file an original and 
four (4) copies of such comments 
on or before July 21, 1980. Such 
written comments shall be ad- 
dressed to the State Corporation 
Commission, Document Control 
Center, P. O. Box 2118,' Rich- 
mond, Virginia 23216, making 
reference to Case No. PUE800027.

The actual 
peace-disturbing ordinance offoid^s are the ones that 
need to be reckoned with, which in theory, may require 
more law enforcemoit officers; not police officers ac- 
ting as meter maids,

PRACTICES BY GAS AND ELECTRIC UTILITIES 

Case No. PUE 800021 



The Public Regulatory Policies 
Act of 1978 (the "Act^X requires 
the State Corporation Commission 
to give public notice and conduct 
a public hearing on whether the 
federal Advertising Standard es- 
tablished by §§n 3(b)(5) and 
303(b)(2) of the Act should be 
adopted so as to apply to gas and 
electric utilities in Virginia. The 
standard under consideration is 
as foliovy^s: 

ADVERTISING— No electric or 
gas utility may recover from any 
person other than the sharehold- 
ers (or other owners) of such util- 
ity any direct or indirect expendi- 
ture by such utility for promo- 
tional or political advertising as 
defined below. For purposes of 
this standard — 

(A) The term "advertising" 
means the commercial use, by 
an electric or gas utility, of any 
media, including newspaper, 
printed matter, radio, and televi- 
sion, in order to transmit a mes- 
sage to a substantial number of 
members of the public or to such 
utility's consumers. 

(B) The term "political adver- 
tising" means any advertising for 
the purpose of influencing public 
opinion with respect to legisla- 
tive, administrative or electoral 
matters, or with respect to any 
controversial issue of public im- 
portance. 

(C) The term "promotional ad- 
vertising" means any advertising 
for the purpose of encouraging 
any person to select or use the 
service or additional service of 
the utility or the selection or In- 
stallation of any appliance or 
equipment designed to use such 
utility's service. 

For the purposes of this stand- 
ard, the terms "political advertis- 
ing" and "promotional advertis- 
ing" cb not ifKlude — 

(A) Advertising which informs 
electric or natural gas consumers 
how they can conserve electricity 
or natural gas or can reduce peak 
demand for it, 

(B) Advertising required by 
law or regulation, including ad- 
vertising required under Part I 
of Title It of the National Energy 
Conservation Policy Act, 

(C) Advertising regarding serv- 
ice Interruptions, safety measures, 



or emergency conditions, 

(D) Advertising concerning 
employment opportunities with 
such utility, 

(E) Advertising which pro- 
motes the use of energy efficient 
appliances, equipment or serv- 
ices, or 

(F) Any explanation or justifi- 
cation of existing or proposed 
rate schedules, or notification of 
hearing thereon. 

The State Corporation Commis- 
sion has scheduled a public hear- 
ing on July 28, 1980, m Senate 
Room B, General Assembly Build- 
ing, 9th and Governor Streets, 
Richmond, Virginia, commencing 
at 10:00 a.m. for the purpose of 
receiving public comment on the 
extent to which the above stand- 
ard should be adopted and ap- 
plied to all gas and electric utili- 
ties under the Commission's juris- 
diction operating in Virginia. Th6

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Council members consider 

Def errment voting?

That some of the voting by Virginia Beach city Coun- 
cil members may be merely another way of deferring 
questions until the new Council takes office in July 
bothers Councilman Clarence A. Holland. 

At the very end of the last session of the old Council 
Monday night, Holland said that he has had problems 
with "some of the motions we've been making during 
the past several weeks. It bothers me a great deal to 
defer until the new Council comes in." 

Dr. Holland explained later that some member or 
members, whose convictions may be otherwise, may be 
voting on the prevailing side of an issue to keep open the 
option to reconsider the question. He said Uiat it ap- 
pears to him that this has happened two or three times 
during the past few weeks. 

He said that when a substitute motion fails and a 
Council member who has voted with the losing side 
swings his vote to the affirmative side of the original 
motion, he can later bring the question back for recon- 
sideration. If that member had voted on the losing side, 
he would not be permitted, to do this under Council 
rules. 

When asked whether the change in voting could have 
been made because the Council member may not feel 
that strongly about the issue. Dr. Holland said that he 
hoped that was the case. He refused to name any Coun- 
cil members or specific items on which the suspected 
votes were cast. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing disagreed that the voting 
indicated maneuvering and ihen called the last meeting 
.to a close. 

Council actions, until stated otherwise, do not go into 
effect for 30 days. During that period Council has the 
prerogative to reconsido' the item if it is requested by a 
member who voted on the prevailingside. 

Council will seat the three new Council members and 
two who were re-elected at the July 7 meeting of Coun- 
cil. Council will also elect a mayor and vice mayor. 
Mentioned most frequently for the mayor's post are 
Donald Merrick, n^era Obenidorf and J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. New to the Council wiU be Rd» McClanan, W. 
H. Kitchin and Harold Heischober. Obemdorf and 
John A. Baum were re-elected and George R. Ferrell did 
not run for re-election. 

During the past two years, the most common align- 
ments on Council have been Baum, J. Curtis Payne, 
Standing, Holland and Ferrell on one side and Merrick, 
Reid Ervin, Oberndorf and Barbara Henley on the other 
with vice mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. and R. L. Riggs 
voting with either side. 

With Payne and Ferrell both leaving Council, the 
power is expected to shift to the other side which ap- 
parently sparked Holland's suspicions about some of 
the votes during the past few weeks. But whether that 
dde will have a dear majority is now in dcmbt because 
of a rift between Obemdorf, who received the greatest 
number of votes in the Councilmanic electimi, and Er- 
vin and' M^rick. Endn has openly supported Mmck 
for the mayor's office. 

Monday's me^ii^ opened, however, with resolutions 
of appreciation to the three retiring Omndl men^iers-: 
Ferrell, Payne and Riggs. 

Ferrell has been on Council since 1966, served as vice 
mayor from r974 to 1976 and was fc^rly a member 
and chairman of the School Board. In accepting the 
resolution, he said helioped "Virginia Beach is a b^er 
place than it was when I found it. " 

Payne has served on Council since 1967 and mayor 
from 1974 to 1976. He's also swved on the Tidewater 
Transportation District Commission and other boards. 
He said he enjoyed his tenure on Council and "have no 
i«grets on my decisions...! have no apologia." He 
«horted all to work toward Imving Virginia Beach 
tecome the "greatest city in the United States." 

Ri^s served on Council for the past four years and 
cm tte Planning Commission from 1970 to 1976. He has 



raised funds for the Beach's cardiac rescue team, and 
originated the "I Love America" campM^. He said it 
was a great pl^isure and privilege to serve on Coundl 
and that he had always received any help he requested 
from the administrative staff. . 



Eight to three vote 

Shook request denied

After his motion for denial of a variance failed by a 
vote of 7-4, Monday evening, Virginia Beach Coun- 
cilman Donald Merrick switched his vote to the 
prevailing side for approval by an 8-3 vote. 

The case involved a request for a variance from the 
Subdivision Ordinance by Henry A. Shook which would 
permit him to subdivide a 1 .18 acre site at the northwest 
intersection of Bay Colony Drive and Hill Road into 
two lots. 

TTie lots would not confrom to dimensions for R-2 
Residential District which requires an area of 30,000 
square feet and a width of 100 feet. One of the proposed 
lots would have an area of 20.063 feet and the other 
would have a width of only 15 feet, which would be a 
flag lot. 

Robert Miller, attorney representing Shook, said that 
two houses have been located on the lot for 30 or 40 
years but that since they are not on separate lots, the 
property is tied up. 

Steven Strikler. attorney and president of the Cavalier 
Park-Bay Colony Qvic League said that the present 
situation creates no undue hardship for Shook who is 
"an experienced real estate man and was aware of the 
zoning when he bought the property a few years ago." 
He said that initially the structures wa^ a large house in 
front and a kimi of servanu quarters in4he back, rather 
than two separate substantial dwellings. 

Merrick moved for denial, notii^ that one lot is only 
two-thirds the sire required by the ordinance and that 
public access is stiU not open to Crystal Lake as 
stipulated when HiU road was closed alongside the 
Shook property. 

His motion failed when negative votes were cast by 
Councihnen John A. Baum, Gec»ge R. Ferrein Claren- 
ce A. Holland, J. Curtis Payne. R. L. Riggs, Mayor 
Patriack L. Standing and Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy 

When a motion for approval was made Merrick voted 
for approval with dissentii^ votes cast by Coundteian 
Reid Ervin and Councilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Meyera Obemdorf.
